Logan, pastor emerlius
of the First Presbyterian church, of-
fered an opening prayver and (he class
diny programme followed, MaceNilr
Atwater Phillips, son of Superintendent
of Publie S8chools Phillips, delivered the
oration, He gave the late President
MeKinley's memorable Buffalo address,
heginning with the epigrum “Expos]-
tlons are the time-keepers of progress"
in a forcible, stralghtforward manner,

Albert 8 Freedman read the history
of the clags recounting many humorous
incidents of the school life of Its mems-
bers and Homer Coke Rlice made the
prophecy. He pictured himself on the
banks of the river Styx recelving his
fellow classmnates as they were ferried
acrogs by Charon and he described
their fute., Stanley FEdward Dolph read
the clasgs will In which he bequeathed
the progressiveness, energy, brillianey
and other things which it had munifest-

DR. M'LEOD'S REMARKS,

Rev. Dr, James MeLeod, pastor of the
Flrst Presbyterian chureh, delivered
a brief address to the graduates. He
repeited the Greek original of I Corin-
thians 16:3%, “Watch ye, stund fast in
the falth, quit you llke men, be strong."
He based hls remarks on this text.

“Virtue and  manliness," sald he,
“were horn on the same day. They
are twins. There can be no manliness
where there I8 no virtue, I would have
vou remember that throughout your
life. The great virtues, truthfulness,
temperances, chastity, benevelenve—all
these are emhodied In manliness, God-
liness is n virtue, too, It I8 the sum
total of all virtue and an essential purt
of true manlinesg, * * * * We have
nn right to expect either personal or
natlonal prosperity apart from personal
or national virtue.”

The doctor referred to the greatness
of Greece and Rome and said that those
nations were great only when virtuous
men were in power. ome wis great in
the days of Cincinnattus, Mareus Aurel-
fug, and the elder Scipios, but when her
manhood and womanhood became de-
based she fell, *Thig teaches us” he
said, '""to beware lest Ichabud should be
written upon the brow of thig nation
and lest its glory should depart.”

THIZ MANLY THING.

“Quit yourselves like men,” he con-
tinued, "It i& a manly thing o work,
Remember that, It is ulse an unmanly
thing. to prevent honest men from
working as is being done today through-
out the valley. God pity those men
who are =0 un-American and un-
Christian as to prevent honest men
from earning a living by honest toil."

Everything is qulet throughout the
district, Only a few men are now about
the flelds who ave netuually on strike, A
number of the men are still there who
are not participating In the strike and
lurge numbers have left the field during
the past two days to aveld becoming
involved In the strike, These men are
ull expected to return to work as soon
as all the mines are in operation,

“There is little or no work being done
in the Tug River field, The Thacker
and Clinch Valley fields are still work-
Ing full forces with hut little Indication,
If any, thit there will be o tie-up in
these disiricts, The storles being sent
out from some of the mining towns that
quantities of ammunition and great
numbers of Winchesters are being sent
into the fields are misleading In muny
respects, The men placed at the tun-
nels and bridges along the railvowd to
Euird against  violence are always
urmed and at the present time they
have been reinforced in numbers, There
has been no intimidation, but the strike
agitators are still dolng i)l they can to
get the men to quit work. About 160
cars of coul will be loaded today."
